In connection with the un- 
pleasant experienee regarding 
the Seventh street fire last 
night, Wire Chief Macdonald 
said this morning: ‘I wish you 
would tell subscribers that when 
they want to report a fire, to 
not call for the fire hal! or the 
fire hall number, hut to report 
to the central that there is a 
fire, giving the location. Central 
will see that the report gets to 
the fire hall.’’ 


Someone blundered last night at 
the central telephone office when Dr. 
H. R. Smith rung up and asked for 
the fire hall to give notice of a fire 
which consumed a small hovse. on 
Seventh street belonging to A. Blais. 

The fire broke out about 10.45 and 
Dr. Smith, who lives at 550 Jasper, 
quite close to the scene of the fire, 
ran to the telephone and called for 
the fire hall, saying, “Give me the 
fire hall,” but not mentioning any 
number. A man with a broken ac- 
cent answered. Dr. Smith reported 
the fire and told where it was located. 
The doctor said he noticed at the time 
that the man at the other end did 
not seem to be much impressed by 
the announcement, but having called 
for the fire hall he presumed he had 
gotten it. 

Sometime later the night clerk 
at the ueen’s hotel came over to the 
fire hall and told the firemen that 
he thought there was a fire in the 
west end, as he could see the reflec- 
tion and someone—a doctor—had 
been tlephoning him about it, 

The chief got his men onto the floor 
at once and tried to find out the loca- 
tion of the fire before he let the bri- 
gade out, but found it difficult to 
raise anybody in the west end.

What is the city getting for this? 
A subway on Jasper avenue—the one 
remaiming thorvughiare crippled and 
despoiled, its magnificent width of one 
hundred feet reduced to sixty, its clear 
level grade carried twenty feet under- 
ground, a block on each side of Ninth 
street spoiled by the approaches of the 

‘subway. A subway may be safer for 
the long suffering public than a level 
crossing, but it is a subway after all, 
and at the best is a loss to the city 
that can hardly be measuréd, as com- 
pared with the unobstructed street 
which we have today. 

Add to this that we have to pay part 
of the expense of it. The company only 
makes the excavation for the subway, 
the retaining walls of the subway and 
its approaches and the superstructure 
for carrying the tracks. The city con- 
structs and maintains at its expense 
the roadway or floor of the subway, it 
pays all damages to property owners | 
whose property may be injured.
